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Call for council leader to resign 

COUNCILLOR GOULD:'I'M FOCUSSED ON WHAT IS RIGHT FOR THE AREA'

A BRIDPORT coun¬ 
cillor has called for the 
leader of West Dorset 
District Council to re¬ 
sign following the 
storm surrounding 
town development 
plans. 

Councillor for Bridport 
North, Ros Kayes, be¬ 
lieves Robert Gould 
should go due to his han¬ 
dling of the Charles 
Street development in 
Dorchester. 

The development has 
been mired in contro¬ 
versy ever since WDDC 
announced plans to spend 


£9.7 million relocating to 
a new home while the 
rest of the nation strug¬ 
gles to tighten its belt in 
the midst of a global re¬ 
cession. 

WDDC claims the 
move will save £224,000 
a year. 

As reported a fortnight 
ago, the plans suffered a 
setback when the council 
found it had drastically 
overvalued its Stratton 
House office buildings - 


up for sale to help pay for 
the move - leaving a 
£2.5million hole in the 
budget. 

Plans for a hotel and 
underground car park on 
the site have also been 
scrapped after they were 
deemed financially unvi- 
able. 

Councillor Kayes called 
for Councillor Gould to 
resign after the council’s 
executive committee 
agreed to plough a further 


£2million into prepara¬ 
tory work on the site in 
spite of the problems. 

She told the View: “I’m 
certainly not the first to 
say Mr Gould should re¬ 
sign. 

“The general view 
among protestors is that 
it’s time for him to hold 
his hands up and take re¬ 
sponsibility. 

She continued: “The 
job of the leader of the 
council is to make sure 
public money is spent re¬ 
sponsibly but there have 
been a whole series of 
mistakes.

“They offset costs 
against £3.5million they 
said they would get for 
Stratton House. 

“We said at the time it 
was overvalued and 
when offers came in they 
were only around £1 mil¬ 
lion.” 

“They also agreed a raft 
of open ended loan 
agreements with [project 
developers] Simons, 
meaning they can keep 
pouring money into the 
project. 

“They have also agreed 
too few penalties on Si¬ 
mons who could just 
walk away without 
penalty if things got too 
tough... I have no doubt 
we are being short¬ 
changed by Simons. 

“It appears that Mr 
Gould must have known 
the project has been fi¬ 
nancially unviable back 
in 2010. But the 2011 
elections were coming up 
and so he pressed for¬ 
ward with it.” 

Councillor Kayes went 
on to describe Mr 
Gould’s assertion that the 


project has all-party sup¬ 
port as “untruthful”. 

She said: “Mr Gould is 
being untruthful. He is 
deliberately twisting 
what we said. 

“We said we want an 
appropriate development 
in Charles Street, we 
want full consultation, 
we want to consider a 
whole range of options, 
all the things that a better 
leader could do.” 

Councillor Gould dis¬ 
missed Ms Kayes’ de¬

PAUL VIOLET is Superintendent for Bridport 
Cemetery, living in a lodge in the graveyard with 
his wife and daughter. Born in Drimpton, the 47- 
year-old has lived his whole life in the area, mov¬ 
ing to Bridport when he married 25 years ago. As 
well as caring for the cemetery, Paul has been re¬ 
sponsible for the running of the Town Hall Clock 
for four years. 


■ DO you enjoy the job? 

I love it. March, April walking to walkthrough the banks 
of primroses and daffodils it's just fantastic. I see the 
buds get fatter and fatter and then a few pop and 
overnight the rest come out. You see nature day-to-day 
and it's brilliant. The wildlife is fantastic. 

■ WHAT does the job entail? 

I look after the grounds, do the maintenance and liaise 
with the undertakers for new burials. I dig the small 
ashes-graves, 2ft by 2ft. We get the machine in to do the 
full internment graves. 

If we have a re-opener - a burial that's going to take 
place in an existing grave - then you've got to double¬ 
check, triple-check to make sure you are in exactly the 
right place. 

■ DO many people visit the cemetery? 

Some days you might not see anybody. Other days peo¬ 
ple come in and out all the time. 

Now, because of the TV programme Who Do You Think 
You Are? more people are delving into family history so 
want to find where their relatives are buried. So I spend 
quite a lot of time looking for burial plots for relatives 
that have come from all over England, all over the 
world. I've had people from New Zealand, South Africa 
Canada, all over. 

It's not very often we can't find the grave, albeit some 
don't have a headstone because they were never pur¬ 
chased so it's a common grave. But if the name's in the 
book I can find them in the grounds. 

■ IS it spooky to live and sleep in a cemetery? 

No it's not. The dead aren't going to hurt you are they? 
Quite often I'll come out here of an evening and just 
have a wander. It's peaceful. I wouldn't say I believe in 
ghosts, but you never know do you? 

■ HOW did you get to be responsible for the clock? 
It was by chance. I went into get a suit one day and 
Roger Snook used to look after it. It's a voluntary thing. 
He'd offered to look after it for three months and ended 
up doing it for 11 years. 

He was looking for someone to take it on. When I said 
I'd do it his eyes lit up and he said "I'll meet you at the 
town hall clock and I'll show you what to do." 



■ IS it a lot of work? 

The first few years it wasn't too bad, but it always 
gained a few minutes every few weeks so I was always 
up here adjusting the time. 

Then when we had all the work done on theTown Hall 
there were lots of issues because I had to stop the clock 
when the scaffolders were up there and every 15 min¬ 
utes the workers were getting an earful. 

When the scaffolding came down everybody was 
moaning because the clock wasn't going: I was on hoi- 
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iday. When I got back and restarted it the painters had 
moved the hands round so we had problems. That was 
when the clock stopped at the start of the year. 

■ WHAT was wrong with it? 

It took me a hours and hours to sort out. It turned out 
to be a very tight bearing and since then we've had it 
looked at and repaired. Now it runs really well. I haven't 
touched it since July and it's keeping good time. In spite 
of what people might think it is accurate to my watch 
which I set to the speaking clock every day. 

■ DOES it need winding? 

No it's wound with electric now. But back when they 
had a clock winder he used to have to come in a side 
entrance and up a spiral staircase. The entrance is still 
there next to where the ladies toilet used to be. 

■ DOES the clock really strike 13 on new year's eve? 
Yes it's a tradition in Bridport. As far as I know it's always 
been like that. I know it's 13 strikes because it's me up 
there in the clock tower New Year's eve doing it. The 
mechanism is on silent at night so I have to do it by 
hand. 

■ THE clocks go back this weekend. Will you be ad¬ 
justing the Town Hall clock? 

Yes. I'll go into town Saturday and at about 11 o'clock I'll 
stop the clock and go to the pub for an hour. Then I'll 
go back and restart it. That's about the science of it! 

■ HOW much do you enjoy your roles in the town? 

I love it. For quite a few years of your life you're around 
the town and you feel you're like everybody else - 
you're taking things from the community. But now 
working for the town council you are putting things 
back into the community. And Bridport is a lovely vi¬ 
brant town. 

I have always loved Bridport. When I left school three 
was never any chance of me working anywhere else 
apart from here. Bridport has been a good town for me 
and now I'm putting a lot back into the town, which is 
really good. 

■ WHO would you have round for dinner? 

Isambard Kingdom Brunei, The Apollo crew who landed 
on the moon and my grandparents who all died when 
I was in my early teens. I'd love to hear their stories.

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Double blow for charity 


A VICTIM of a town-centre 
mugging was robbed of funds 
for a local charity it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

The 65-year-old man was car¬ 
rying cash belonging to Axe Val¬ 
ley and West Dorset Ring and 
Ride - which provides a regular 
bus service into Bridport for eld¬ 
erly and disabled people - when 
he was attacked on South Street 
on September 26th. 

The robbery represents a dou¬ 
ble blow for the charity which 
saw its funding slashed by two- 
thirds at the last round of grant 
awards handed out by Bridport 
Town Council on October 10th. 

The stolen £75 and £500 fund¬ 
ing cut have had a “dire effect” 
on the organisation, according to 
Ring & Ride chairman Sandra 
Ward. 

She said: “We rely so heavily 
on Bridport Town Council fund¬ 
ing. It has had a dire effect on 
our finances.” 

She continued: “To go from 
£750 to £250 is really hard for 
us. We appreciate we live in lean 
times but it is a big cut. What the 
council have done is really dis¬ 
tressing.” 

Mrs Ward went on to describe 
the effect the mugging has had 
on the organisation. 

She said: “People reacted with

horror at how this money was 
taken. 

“We were very upset. £75 
doesn’t sound a lot but we 
fundraise every day of our lives 
to keep the service going. This is 
stealing from the vulnerable.” 

The Ring & Ride bus covers a 
wide area of East Devon and 
West Dorset providing a “life¬ 
line” for isolated and vulnerable 
people. It has a capacity of 15 
passengers but this can quickly 
drop when wheelchairs become 
involved. 

Mrs Ward said: “The people 
who use us cannot use another 
bus. They rely on us totally to get 
out to see friends and go shop¬ 
ping. We are their lifeline.” 

She continued: “I am just gob¬ 
smacked at how people manage 
in isolated houses. We are the 
only way they get out to see any¬ 
one else. We now have to desper¬ 
ately raise the money elsewhere. 
We welcome any donation, no 
matter how small. Every penny 
raised helps to keep us going.” 

In a statement, Bridport Town 
Council said: “The town council 
looked closely at all the grant ap¬ 
plications received this year. 


“It was pleased to be able to 
provide funding for a large num¬ 
ber of smaller bodies, in addition 
to the four main organisations 
that it funds - the Arts Centre, 


Museum, Leisure Centre and 
Citizens Advice Bureau. 

“Sadly, it is not always possi¬ 
ble to provide all the funding re¬ 
quested by applicants and 


decisions are taken having re¬ 
gard to the council’s grants crite¬ 
ria and the available budget.”

■ BRIDPORT'S Fire Service said farewell to one of 
its longest serving members in a special cere¬ 
mony held at the fire station. 

Crew and chiefs gathered to pay tribute to the 
35 years'service put in by outgoing station com¬ 
mander Nigel Challis who is retiring. 

The firefighters presented Mr Challis with a new 
mountain bike and a commemorative plaque be¬ 
fore he dismissed the ranks for the last time. 

His wife Audrey was also commended for the 
dedication she has shown in support of her hus¬ 
band's commitment to the service. She received 
a bouquet of flowers. 

Handing over the station to the new station 
commander, Mr Challis told the crews: "I thank 
you immensely for the support you have given 
me. I know you will be in safe hands with Nick and 
I know if you give him half the support you gave 
me, we'll be in safe hands." 

He described how his overriding memory will 
be of the camaraderie in the service. 

Hesaid:"l'll always remember the rapport, peo¬ 
ple looking after each other. It's like a big family 
of people looking out for one another." 

Referring to the dangerous work firefighters 
routinely undertake, he added:"Well, we have to, 
don't we?" 

Darren Gunter, Chief Fire Officer for Dorset, de¬ 
scribed Mr Challis as both "personable and pro¬ 
fessional". 


He said: "Providing 35 years' experience as 
emergency cover is an extraordinary achieve¬ 
ment. 

"Don't forget he covered 120 hours a week. That 
means not having a drink or leaving the town, al¬ 
ways being available and on call for all that time. 

"It's truly remarkable. He has set a great stan¬ 
dard and will be a difficult act to follow. 

"He not only ran the station well, he was really 
liked by everyone here. He's professional and per¬ 
sonable and will be missed." 

Mr Challis confessed to mixed emotions once 
the ceremony was complete. 

He said: "Mixed emotions, yeah. It's a new ball 
game now."

a big project like this you 
always get noises off. 
I’m not going to com¬ 
ment on them. 

He continued: “I’m fo¬ 
cussed on the develop¬ 
ment and what is right 
for the area and I think it

“We get regular reports 
on it and we won’t be in¬ 
vesting anything if it 
doesn’t represent good 
value.” 

When asked about the 
over-valuation of Strat¬ 
ton House, Councillor 


Gould blamed the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

He said: “We have 
gone through a very dif¬ 
ficult economic climate 
and it has affected prices. 


But Simons have agreed 
to take a cut in profits - 
they are sharing the pain. 

“The [£2million] we 
are putting into develop¬ 
ing the area - relocating 


the community church 
for example - will bene¬ 
fit the town whatever 
happens.” 

He added: “We want to 
keep Dorchester a grow¬ 


ing centre for the town 
and for the whole district. 

“We are certainly not 
just handing money out 
to developers.”

'We're open for business' 


THE Bridport branch of the Citizen's Advice Bureau 
(CAB) is sending out a clear message to the town: we 
are open for business. 

Management at the bureau remain hopeful they 
can survive the economic downturn due to the 
"staggering" community spirit of the town. 

Concerns for the future of the free information 
service have grown since it announced an alarming 
shortfall in funding last month. 

The announcement prompted Bridport Town 
Councillor Anne-Marie Vincent to bring up CAB's 
plight at the last Finance and General Services meet¬ 
ing and the charity received a cheque from the 
council for £5,000 at the last round of awards. 

But the focus on CAB's financial woes have led to 
confusion among some members of the public 
about whether the service is still running at all. 

Bridport CAB manager Martin Paley heard the ru¬ 
mours of his branch's demise from a colleague in 
Dorchester. 

Mr Paley said: "I heard of somebody saying, 'Oh 
there's no point going to the Bridport bureau be¬ 
cause it's closing'. 

He continued: "If that's what people are thinking 
then we need to reassure people that, yes, we are 
still open. 

"Like all charities CAB is short of funds at the mo¬ 
ment. Every bureau is in the same position. We be¬ 
long to a national network but each bureau is 
responsible for its own funding. 

"The problem CAB has is that when there is an eco¬ 
nomic downturn we find it doubly difficult because 
not only do we see a drop in funding but we also 
find more people coming to us for help. 

Chairman of Trustees Bruce Willoughby agreed. 

He said:"We have pared down our costs to the bare 
minimum but it is very time consuming to deal with 
the kinds of problems people are coming to us with. 


"The sort of personal debt we are seeing now is 
much more complicated than it used to be, with 
credit cards, loans, overdrafts, a whole range of 
things which then takes more time to sort through." 

He added: "Like all good business practices we 
have a reserve of funds to see us through lean times. 

"We have a few more years yet before we run out, 
but we will want to apply the brakes before we hit 
the wall. 

"But it is very difficult to find funding. We recently 
asked to meet with businesses in the area large and 
small but none of them wanted to know." 

But Mr Paley recognised some good news for the 
branch. 

He said: "Bridport is blessed with great volunteers. 
There is a better community spirit here than any¬ 
where else in the South West. 

"It staggers me when I see how many people come 
forward to help. More than anywhere I've known."

One proposed demolishing some 
old buildings. The other proposed 
new-build on the same site. 

Logic dictates that development 


could not proceed unless both 
were approved. 

I attended that meeting and wit¬ 
nessed no vote on the demolition 
application. 

Challenged in July, WDDC’s so¬ 
licitor claimed the cmcial vote had 
been taken “round about the time 
the meeting was adjourned”. 

So, just before or just after the 
moment of adjournment? If be¬ 
fore, a 100 people would have 
heard, seen and reacted to it, 


surely? If after, the vote was im¬ 
proper and is therefore void. 

The solicitor also maintained 
that the crucial proposal had in¬ 
deed been seconded, but he 
“couldn’t recall who seconded it”. 
And nobody on the Planning 
Committee acknowledged having 
done so. 

WDDC is now stating that “the 
proposition was put to the meeting 
by the chairman and a vote in 
favour was taken. The confusion 


here was caused by the fact that 
many people in the chamber were 
on their feet either leaving or talk¬ 
ing to others in the belief that the 
meeting had been adjourned.” 

Are we now being asked to be¬ 
lieve that one hundred individuals, 
without having heard a call for ad¬ 
journment, all suddenly got up to 
leave? 

And that every single one of 
them somehow failed to notice a 
demolition proposal being put and 
then seconded, a vote being 
called, hands going up, hands 
being counted, and a result being 
announced? 

A spectacle, moreover, that sev¬ 
eral on the Planning Committee it¬ 
self also failed to notice? 

Does any of this sound even re¬ 
motely plausible? I leave you to 
judge. 

And, although he did not attend 
the June meeting personally, 
WDDC’s Chief Executive David 
Clarke somehow “felt that the 
Council had obeyed the rules”. 

I wonder on what evidence?

Let's scrutinise district council over-spend 


Ragwort threat 
to dairy farm 


■ AN EPIDEMIC of ragwort has been 
all over the place and all over the 
news this autumn. 

Many farmers are blaming purse- 
proud councils for not cutting road¬ 
side edges. That's true but not the 
whole problem. 

Six years ago, in the Poorton Valley 
near Powerstock, Brian Wakely, now 
79, retired and sold his 64-acre up¬ 
lands farmland to the Grasslands 
Trust. 

It is now "managed" as a nature re¬ 
serve in partnership with Dorset 
Wildlife Trust. 

Mr Wakely sold it to conservation¬ 
ists because he thought they would 
keep its steep wildflower slopes in 
immaculate condition. This has not 
been the case. 

This autumn they are carpeted in 
ragwort - "the worst I've ever known 
it,"in Mr Wakely's words. 

His distress is double-confounded 
because his immediate neighbours 
to the south - the Marsh family at 
Powerstock Mill dairy farm - now fear 
that their organic cow pastures will 
be inundated by showers of wind¬ 


blown DWT ragwort seed. 

Mr Wakely's wife, Brenda, tells me 
that her husband - who is allowed to 
walk his old land by DWT - is some¬ 
times in tears at the disaster facing 
his friends at Powerstock Mill. 

The trust says its volunteers have 
spent many hours clearing ragwort 
from its properties this year but has 
had problems accessing the Poorton 
Valley ragwort crop. 

It has promised to talk to the 
Wakelys and Marshes to discuss pos¬ 
sible solutions. So far, so good. 

On the other hand the Trust has 
spent a small fortune recently deco¬ 
rating its themed guest rooms and in¬ 
stalling a new kitchen at its visitors' 
centre at Kingcombe. 

Brownie points, then, for encourag¬ 
ing tourism; but you do have to won¬ 
der - in the running conflict between 
the needs of middle-class bird watch¬ 
ers and working farms - whether 
Dorset Wildlife always gets its priori¬ 
ties right.

■ NOW - if Council agrees on the 
25th - West Dorset residents will 
pay an electorally-unapproved ad¬ 
ditional £2m, primarily to demol¬ 
ish / rebuild a Dorchester 
community church... even though 
if Phase Two fails, it wouldn’t have 
been necessary. 

And allegedly WDDC will, de¬ 
spite Dorchester’s parking chal¬ 
lenges, relocate it from one central 
parking-area onto another. 

As Cllr Chisholm said: “It’s like 
paying £5 to go to a football match, 
and being tapped on the shoulder at 
half-time for another £5 for the 
second-half.” 

WDDC’s Scrutiny Committee 
exists to examine such issues. It 
need take only two to three 
months. 

Yet the Executive refused to 


countenance this for fear the devel¬ 
oper and two anchor stores might 
walk away. 

Really? Wouldn’t they - in build¬ 
ing new stores - positively want to 
know the community had full-facts 
and was behind the construction? 

WDDC’s report says this about 
public consultation: “A public con¬ 
sultation exercise could be under¬ 
taken but in view of the fact that 
the scheme already has planning 
consent (including consultation on 
the proposals) and the need to 
maintain certainty for the devel¬ 
oper and anchor tenants it is not 
considered to be appropriate at this 
stage.” 

Consent is however only ‘Out¬ 
line’ and the plan has changed dra¬ 
matically, e.g. hotel, two-level 
car-park gone. 


And ‘consultation with the pub¬ 
lic’ (KPMG will be interested) will 
amount to ten days of displaying 
plans in Dorchester, plus a Satur¬ 
day, ‘with staff on hand to deal 
with any concerns’. 

This is arguably a defining mo¬ 
ment for the next elections. The 
threat that developer and anchor 
stores would abandon the project if 
two to three months of Scrutiny 
Committee time was taken to prop¬ 
erly inform the electorate will be 
remembered. 

Why is WDDC against us know¬ 
ing more now? Will we eventually? 

Let’s see how each councillor 
votes on Scrutiny...

LONDON 2012 Para¬ 
lympic Games silver and 
bronze medallist Paul 
Blake started the Sir John 
Colfox School’s attempt to 
beat the Save The Children 
World Marathon Chal¬ 
lenge 2012 yesterday. 

The event coincided with 
the United Nations’ World 
Food Day, and involved 
children from over 250 
teams simultaneously rac¬ 


ing worldwide over a full 
marathon distance (42.195 
km or 26 miles 385 yards). 

Their goal was to beat 
the current world mara¬ 
thon record of 2:03.38hrs 
held by Kenya’s Patrick 
Makau, whilst Save the 


Children used the opportu¬ 
nity to highlight the devas¬ 
tating impact malnutrition 
has on millions of chil¬ 
dren’s lives. 

The competition in¬ 
volved a relay team com¬ 
prising equal numbers of 



girls and boys aged be¬ 
tween 11 and 13 each run¬ 
ning 200m legs. 

Flagged away by Save 
The Children area repre¬ 
sentative Su Lycett, Blake 
led the team off at pre¬ 
cisely 11am running the 
first 195m before handing 
the baton to the first of 30 
students who finished the 
race in a very creditable 
time of 2:28.19. 

The school were able to 
receive progress reports on 
other teams competing 
through a communications 
link at 6000m intervals. 

Each student was chal¬ 


lenged by organiser, PE 
teacher Andy David, to 
raise £26.20 (lOp per mile) 
sponsorship each towards 
the charity. 

With a few results to be 
confirmed at the time of 
going to press, the best 
time was 1:54:19 hrs run 
by Nemakonde High 
School in Harare, Zim¬ 
babwe. 

Blake, wearing the silver 
medal he won in the T36 
400m and the bronze for 
finishing third in the T36 
800m race at the Olympic 
Stadium in September, 
shared his experience with 


the school’s students at an 
earlier meeting with many 
of the school’s students. 

He also explained how 
he was inspired to success 
despite his disabilities, and 
encouraged any student 
with a talent to fulfil their 
ability. 

He then took part in a 
lively Q&A and signed au¬ 
tographs whilst students 
were able to examine and 
hold his medals. 

The students also learned 
more about the role of 
Save The Children includ¬ 
ing a short talk from the 
school’s STC representa¬ 


tive Lucy Taylor. 

Mr David said after the 
successful event which is 
expected to raise several 
hundreds of pounds for the 
charity: “This was a great 
opportunity for the stu¬ 
dents to run in something 
a little bit different whilst 
raising money for less 
privileged children, which 
seemed to be an ideal com¬ 
bination.” 

Save The Children’s 
mission statement with re¬ 
gards to the event is: The 
world has enough food for 
everyone, but every hour 
of every day 300 children 


die because they can’t get 
the food they need. 

For those children who 
survive, the damage from 
malnutrition in their first 
few years often lasts a life¬ 
time. In poor countries one 
child in four suffers per¬ 
manent damage to their 
bodies and minds. 

When children take part 
in the world marathon 
challenge they compete 
with thousands of their 
peers from countries 
across the world, all run¬ 
ning in solidarity with 
children who face a daily 
struggle to survive.

Mayor gets a taste of life without sight 


BRIDPORT'S mayoral couple had an eye¬ 
opening experience when they dedi¬ 
cated a morning to learning about sight 
loss, as part of Lions Clubs' Sight Aware¬ 
ness Week. 

Councillor Dave Rickard and his wife 
Anne were in the hands of the Bridport 
Lions, Brown's opticians, Bridport library 
and Guide Dogs for the Blind - who liter¬ 
ally guided the couple through various 
aspects of blindness and visual impair¬ 
ment. 

First stop was Brown's, where the cou-

pie discussed the early detection and 
treatment of eye disorders such as glau¬ 
coma, macular degeneration, cataracts 
and blepharitis with consultant op¬ 
tometrist Trudi Loud. 

From the outlet on West Street, the 
Mayor then donned a 'mindfold' - a spe¬ 
cial blindfold designed to mimic total 


sight loss - and walked the 200 metres to 
Bucky Doo Square, led by 18 month old 
guide dog, Henry. 

He was aided along the route by guide 
dog mobility instructor Hugh Chiswell. 

From there Councillor Rickard paid a 
visit to the library where new library 
manager Claire Leech explained how 
large print books and audio books 
helped those with various levels of visual 
impairments. 

Then it was the turn of the Mayoress to 
put on the mindfold and be helped by 
guide dog along West Street to Jaxson's 
Deli where the couple were reacquainted 
over a cup of coffee. 

Once more the Mayor and Mayoress 
got a brief taste of life without sight by 
tackling a cup of coffee without the ben¬ 
efit of sight. 

Councillor Rickard was struck by the im¬ 
portance of looking after your eyes. 

He said:"These eye problems can really 
creep up on people. We just assume that 
we are perfect and that nothing will go 
wrong. But we all really should get eye 
tests regularly." 

He added: "The whole day has been an 
invaluable experience. I think things like 
this should be compulsory in schools to 
give children insights into what it's like to 
be visually impaired." 

Mrs Rickard was struck by the impor¬ 
tance of guide dogs. 

She said:"Once I had the blindfold on I 
suddenly had no idea about distance. 
From the first step I felt lost. The dog was 
totally amazing - patient, perfectly 
trained." 


She added: "What an enormous help 
they must be to people. It will be one of 
my favourite charities from now on." 

Guide Dogs for the Blind are in need of 
volunteers in the Bridport area to help 
raise money and also to help with board¬ 
ing guide dogs for short periods of time. 


Bridport Lions are also collecting used 
spectacles which they send to countries 
which lack opticians for large sections of 
the population. 

Buckets for collecting the glasses can 
be found in Brown's opticians and the 
Citizens Advice Bureau.

C MECHANICAL music was brought back to life when Gordon Bartlett demonstrated vintage music making machines 
to the delight of the Brit Valley Rotary Club. From the earliest music boxes to the post-war radiogram, he demonstrated 
all aspects of the development of music in the home at Haddon House.

THE writer of locally-shot ITV 
drama Broadchurch has revealed 
the inspiration behind the show: 
Bridport itself. 

Chris Chibnall - whose impres¬ 
sive writing credits include Doc¬ 
tor Who, Torchwood, Law and 
Order: UK and Life On Mars - 
has lived in the town for the past 
five years and has no doubt it has 
influenced the story. 

He said: “I’ve had the idea for 
this story for about 10 years and 
it’s one of those shows like Twin 
Peaks where the landscape is al¬ 
most like one of the characters. 

“You have this character [DI 
Hardy played by David Tennant] 
coming in from the outside, nerv¬ 
ous about being out of town and 
he has to get accustomed to a 
new sense of geography and a 
community very different from 
the one he is used to.” 

The story follows the big city 
detective’s investigation into the 
mysterious death of a small-town 
local and how it turns a spotlight 
on secrets within the community. 

Mr Chibnall refused to give any 
clue as to who might be respon¬ 
sible for the fictional death - 
even to the point of keeping it 
from the cast, a decision he con¬ 
fessed has made him fear for his 
safety. 

He laughed: “I had them all to¬ 
gether for a meeting, they were 
all looking at me, waiting to hear

Bob Gillis in a ceremony at council head¬ 
quarters in Mountfield.

In total £24,875 of council funds were 
given to 24 causes. 

More than three quarters of the money - 
£19,500 - funded ongoing agreements to 
support four of the town’s high profile in¬ 
stitutions - the Arts Centre (£6,000), Citi¬ 
zen’s Advice Bureau (£5,000), Leisure 
Centre (£4,750) and Bridport Museum 
(£3,750). 

These fulfill what is known as the coun¬ 
cil’s Service Level Agreements. 

The remaining £5,375 went to 20 causes 
ranging from introducing youngsters to 
classical music to providing a new cooker 
for an Age Concern day centre. 

Councillor Rickard said the current eco¬ 
nomic climate could have resulted in 
awards such as these being squeezed but 
the town council had stood firm. 

He said: “When things get tough lots 
think this is the first thing to go. We think 
it is the first thing to do.” 

He continued: “This is the part of town 
council work we all enjoy doing. Lots of 
congratulations are due all round to these 
causes.” 

He added: “Lots of praise is also due to 
the town council. There have been big 
projects this year like the town hall project 
and Askers Meadow but the council has 
remained undaunted to give causes the 
best part of £25,000.” 

Schemes supported by the awards in¬ 
clude installing an energy-saving cover on 
the leisure centre training pool, providing 
equipment for a primary school after¬ 
school club, and helping supporters of 
Bridport Community Hospital’s mental 
health ward, the Hughes Unit. 


But at least one beneficiary has seen its 
funding slashed from last year. 

Axe Valley and West Dorset Ring and 


Ride - which offers transport for isolated 
elderly and disabled people - said its fund¬ 
ing of £250 is just one third of what it re¬ 


ceived last year. 

Chairman Sandra Ward said: “A cut like 
this has a dire effect on our finances.”

Billy's back in Dorset 
for blistering Jerry 
Lee Lewis tribute 


'LAST Man Standing'is a full on 50's 
Rock'n' Roll tribute show featuring 
all the classic hits of Jerry Lee Lewis 
and other great artists including 
Elvis Presley, Johnny Cash, Roy Orbi- 
son, Hank Williams, Carl Perkins, 
Chuck Berry who defined the era 
and inspired The Beatles and The 
Rolling Stones. 

Billy Geraghty who plays Jerry Lee 
Lewis has close connections with 
Bridport and Lyme Regis having 
moved to West Dorset in the 1970s. 
"I'm really glad we're coming to the 
Electric Palace. If people want to 
dress up 1950s style and dance the 
whole night, that'd be great. We 
want a party atmosphere to give 
everyone who comes a fantastic 
night out" said Billy on the Bridport 
gig. He has been a professional 
actor and musician appearing in 
Film, TV and stage productions 
worldwide for the past thirty years. 
His first chance to perform came as 


a student at Woodroffe School in 
Lyme Regis, appearing in The Reck¬ 
oning'and later, in 'The Poor Man's 
Friend', two of Lyme Regis play¬ 
wright Ann Jellicoe's community 
plays. He played in local rock bands, 
including 'Gurt Stonkers' a punk/ 
reggae band with brother Sean Ger¬ 
aghty and school friend Ben 
Kypreos. 

After training at East 15 Drama 
School Billy was lucky to work pro¬ 
fessionally with West Dorset's 
award winning Musician/Composer 
Andrew Dickson who taught him to 
play several musical instruments 
and gave him the encouragement 
to pursue a musical career". In the 
1990's Billy landed the role of 
Buddy Holly in the first production 
of'Buddy'in London's West End and 
spent three years performing in 
Australia, Canada and the USA as 
well as launching the first UK tour¬ 
ing production. He met Buddy's 


band, The Crickets and Maria Elena 
Holly (Buddy's widow) who said, 
"Whenever I see Billy up there on 
the stage I just think, there's Buddy 
and it's always the same feeling". 

Jerry Lee is quite literally'the last 
man standing'. At 76 he's still out 
there playing concerts all over the 
world and shows no sign of hanging 
up his rocking shoes, recently 
recording with Led Zeppelin's 
Jimmy Page. In 1999 Geraghty was 
approached to play the hellraiser 
and controversial Rock n'Roll legend 
in the production 'Great Balls Of 
Fire.' 

"I was a guitarist really and could 
barely play the piano. I needed 
some intense training and spent 
three months in 'boot camp' with 
Musical Director Neil McArthur to 
capture Jerry Lee's style of playing". 
The show was a huge West End hit 
with Geraghty receiving fantastic re¬ 
views and a memorable spot at the 
1999 Royal Variety Per¬ 
formance. He has toured 
the production in Europe 
and the Far East, including 
appearances in the Raffles 
Hotel in Singapore. 

In 2002 Jerry's sister, 
Linda Gail Lewis, a con¬ 
sultant on the West End 
production, called to say 
Jerry wanted to meet Billy 
and to get down to the 
Docklands Arena where 
Lewis was performing 
alongside Chuck Berry 
and Little Richard. "Just 
before Linda introduced 
me to him she said 'He's 
not gonna like ya' honey, 
you're too darn close to 
him... he might shoot ya!', 
with that she opened the 
door and in I went . My 
first impression was that I 
was being eyeballed as 
potential lunch by a large 
shark. Linda Gail broke 
the tension by introduc¬ 
ing me as the guy who 
had played him in the 
show. Lewis shook my 
hand and said, "Yeah, I 
heard about you. Well, 
that's a hell of a job for 
anyone to take on, Boy!" 

In Film and TV Billy has 
featured in many produc¬ 
tions including Poirot, 
Midsummer Murders, Eas- 
tenders, Lewis, The Last 
Detective, Casualty, Holby 
City, Hollyoaks, Auf 
Wiedersehen Pet and the 
BAFTA winning drama No 
Child of Mine. He's cur¬ 
rently filming an episode 
of'Endeavour'the new ITV 
series based on the early 
years of Inspector Morse.
